Washington, 
July 
9.—There 
has 


been no serious question at any time 
among well informed public men that 
President Roosevelt would be nomi- 
nated for president by the republicans 
in 1904. Nothing but some entirely 
unexpected contingency has been re- 
garded as likely to prevent it. 


It has been perfectly 
understood 


froun within a week of the time that 
Mr. Roosevelt took the oath of office 
as president at Buffalo that he would' 
have the support of Senator Platt, Gov. 
Odell and the other republicans of his 
own state, and of Senator Quay and 
the republicans of Pennsylvania. 


Senator Platt, Gov. Odell and Sena- 


tor Quay pledged themselves at once 
to support Mr. Roosevelt, not only as 
president, "but for 
the 
nomination 


in 1904. Senator Quay has already 
had the Pennsylvania convention in- 
dorse that proposition. 


The announcement by Senator Platt, 


that the New York state convention 
in September would declare for the 
nomination of Mr. Roosevelt as his own 
successor in the White house only con- 
firms what was already known. 
It 


would be quite remarkable, neverthe- 
less, like the action of the Pennsylva- 
nia, Minnesota, Kansas and Missouri 
republican conventions, in 
advocat- 


ing the nomination of Mr. Roosevelt 
for president two years before the cam- 
paign. 


Other states are likely to 
follow 


this example. New England and the 
West generally are counted as 
for 


Roosevelt's nomination. The only re- 
publican state organizations which are 
not believed to be for Roosevelt are 
those in the South, where 'Mr. Roose- 
velt's independent appointments have 
not pleased the politicians. 


But long before the republican pres- 


idential convention in 1904 assembles, 
it is expected 
by 
Mr. 
Roosevelt's 


friends that all the republican states 
will have asked him to take the nom- 
ination, and that it will be so appar- 
ent that he is to be nominated as to 
discourage any one from attempting 
to contest the matter with him. 


Senator Hanna is the only man who 


has ever been seriously mentioned as 
likely to be rival of the president for 
the nomination. With his usual prac- 
tical wisdom Senator Hanna has un- 
iformly 
discountenanced such sug- 


gestions, and has put forth no effort 
to interfere with the progress of the 
Roosevelt movement. On the contrary 
he has encouraged it by his personal 
attitude. 


As chairman of the republican na- 


tional committee, he has represented 
the interests of the republicans in dem- 
ocratic states, especially in the South, 
and those who belonged (to the old M c- 
Kinley movement, but he has not en- 
couraged them to array themselves 
against President Roosevelt.

Is Pursuers Tie Slip. 


Details Of Bis Poult Narrow Escape

9.—Harry 


Tracy, the fugitive convict outlaw, 
has, for the fourth time since his ar- 
rival at Meadow Point, escaped from 
the officers. 
Tracy was definitely lo- j 


cated at the home of Charles Gerrels, 
one mile north of the town of Renton, 
at two o'clock yesterday 
afternoon. 


At 4.45 o'clock Deputy Sheriff Cook ar- 
•ived with a fraction of the posse and 
dashed up the track toward the Ger- 
rels home. Tracy stood in the rear 
of the premises and overheard a con- 
versation between one of the women 
nmates -of the house and two young 
men froim Renton, and then the con- 
act plunged into the brush and was 
ost to view. When Tracy disappeared 
'rom the Gerrels house 
the 
blood- 


lounds were hastily brought up from 
the rear, and turned loose on the hot 
scent. Both dogs struck the trail down 
the stream, following it for a quarter 
of a mile, and crossing the track only 
to double back and swim the river. 


Half way between Cedar River and 


Burroughs' boat house both dogs ran 
into cayenne pepper sprinkled in the 
outlaw's retreating footsteps. 
Their 


nostrils were filled with the fiery sub- 
stance, and fully ten minutes were 
lost in relieving the dogs so that they 
could again exercise their powers of 
smell. Pressed to desperation, Tracy 
here made a circuit, beaded due north 
and plunged into the outskirts of the 
lake, where he finally succeeded in 
easting the scent. It was then dark 
and the guard returned to Keivton with 
the dogs. 


Anderson's Story. 


Surrounded by a morbid 
mob 
of 


men in the Renton saloon, John An- 
derson related his experience since the 
night he left Port Madison in John- 
son's Whitehall boat until his rescue 
at Gerrels's house at 6 o'clock 
last 


night. From this story it is evident 
that Tracy has accomplices, who are 
lending him. material assistance in his 
flight through the country. 


Anderson said: "We left Port Mad- 


ison Saturday night at 9 o'clock. We 
went to West Seattle, arriving at day- 
light. I pulled the boat, he holding a 
gun over me all the way. We landed 
south of the West Seattle elevator, un- 
der a trestle, and went directly into 
the woods. We spent Sunday in the 
woods at West Seattle. When it got 
dark we came across the bay in our 
boat and landed at the 
sawmill at 


South Seattle. We then started on the 
raH-road track towards Black River. 
We turned off the track to the 
left 


shortly before we reached Black River. 
We crossed a large hay field and went 
into the woods. This was Monday 
morning. When we got into the tim- 
ber we cooked breakfast. 
We then 


nested 
until afternoon. 
At three 


o'clock we started through the tim- 
ber toward Renton. 


"Just before, we reached the rail- 


road bridge over Black River we met 
four men, and Tracy 
said: 
'Hello 


Fred,' and jumped down the bank to 
where the men were standing. Tracy 
talked to the man for a few minutes. 


After the taik was finished Tracy 


left one of the men to watch me. lie 
ml three others, after 
blindfolding 


me, went off and stayed about an hour. 
When they returned they brought a 
bottle of whiskey. Then we started 
out. 
Tracy forced me to walk in front 


and he followed behind, accompanied 
by the four men we met on the bridge. 


"We arrived at Renton about 
11 


o'clock and walked up the railroad 
track through the town. Here Tracy 
tied me up and he, accompanied by 
the four strange men, left me. They re- 
turned at daylight yesterday morning 
and we went further back into the 
brush and cooked breakfast. 


"After breakfast Tracy told me he 


would go away for a whilo but would 
come back in an hour 
When ho re- 


turirert he brought a little boy from 
Gcrrels's house and we walked down 
to the (lerrrls place together. We wcrp 
In the house about three hours when 
Tracy took me out into the brush. 


"At the river bank he said 'Lie down' 


After looking up and down the river 
Tracy tied me up and cautioned un- 
to keep still. 1 lay in thi-s position un- 
til called to by Mrs (Jerrels, when I 
hobbled out of the brush into her back 
yard "

employe in the civil service department 
at the city hall in. Chicago, has start- 
ed for Denmark, her 
native land, 


where she is to marry Count Knuth- 
burg. a mamber of one of the most 
illustrious and wealthy families of that, 
country. 


Miss Pio met Count Knuthburg who 


was travelling around the world at 
Miami, Fla.. last January. Later the 
count, traveling incognito, came to 
Chicago and obtained the consent of 
Mrs. 
Pio. the mother, to marry 
her 


daughter. The approval of the leaders 
at the Danish court was next sought 
Their answer received a month ago 
was an acceptance of the plan, includ- 
ing an. invitation to Miss Pio to come 
at once to the Scandinavian court. 


Louis Albert Francis Pio, father of 


Sylvia, inaugurated the Danish Liber- 
al party in 1871. He was a 
leader 


among the men of his country and 
destined to great things. But he lost 
in the early struggle and was 
ban- 


ished. 
The Liberal movement, how- 


ever, finally triumphed in Denmark, 
and in July, 1900, King Christian or- 
ganized the first Liberal ministry in 
the history of the country. 


After coming to this country Pio 


established a Scandinavian colony in 
Florida, calling it White City. Today- 
it is a thriving town. Pio died in Chi- 
cago from fever in 1894.

Lemon juice judiciously 
used heightens or brings out other 
flavors. 


From half to three-fourths a cup of 


sugar needs be allowed to each quart 
of liquid. Thus for six quarts of 
punch make a wrup by boiling be- 
tween three and four cups of sugar 
•with the same measure of water fif- 
teen minutes. Add one pint of tea in- 
fusion (three cups of boiling water left 
standing on one-fourth cup of black 
tea live minutes and then strained off). 
When cold, add one pint each of straw- 
berry, orange and pineapple juice and 
one cup of lemon juice. Set aside to 
become chilled, and at serving pour the 
mixture over a piece of ice in a punch 
bowl. Add two quarts of water and a 
quart of carbonated water that lias 
been chilled by standing on ice. 


Slices of banana, pieces of pineapple 


strawberries or mint leaves are often 
added to float upon the top of the liq- 
uid. To give body to the liquid, that 
the flavor may linger a little longer on 
the palate, for each four quarts of 
punch dissolve in the hot eirup or hot 
tea half an ounce of gelatin softened 
In half a cupful of cold water.— Boston 
Cooking School Magazine.

A frozen dessert Is at once the best 


approved and the ox»t palatable of all 
desserts, and the expense of the sim- 
pler forms of Ices is not large when 
prepared at borne, while their number 
Is limited only by {he Imagination ot 
the one compounding them. 


It is a simple matter to prepare the 


cream, etc., for freezing, but many 
amateur cooks fail in freezing the 
mixture to a proper consistency. They 
freeze it too long or unevenly; conse- 
quently it is harsh to the palate. For, 
this reason ices frozen without stirring 
are in demand. In freezing these ices 
they EQUSI be subjected to a very slow- 
process; if frozen too quickly, they will 
be granular and coarse grained, and 
the testure depends In a large measure 
upon the proportions of ice and salt 
used. 


In packing any unfrozen mixture in 


a mold one measure of ice to one of 
salt should be used. The ice and coarse 
salt should be about the same size, 
and they must be well mixed. 
The- 


preparation of cream, etc., is poured 
into the mold, heaping the mixture a 
little over the brim; cover with a piece 
of waxed paper a little larger than the? 
top of the mold, press the cover down 
tight, bind the seam with a strip of 
cloth dipped in hot suet. This will 
harden at once and prevent the salt 
and ice from leaking into the mold. 
Tut a thick layer of the ice and salt 
in a small tub; on this place the mold 
and covtr completely with the ice and 
salt, packing it down closely about the 
sides; cover all with a piece of carpet 
or a blanket and allow to remain from 
four to six hours. 


AH unstirred frozen mixtures are 


packed in this manner. When ready 
to serve, wash the mold with cold 
water to remove the brine and wipe per- 
fectly dry, take off the cover and paper, 
invert the mold on to a dish and let the 
Ice slip out. If it does not do so read- 
ily, wrap a cloth wrung from warm 
water about the mold. Never dip in hot 
water, as this causes the ice to melt, 
and it presents an unsightly appear- 
ance. 


A bisque ice is delicious and simple 


to prepare. Crush fine and sift some 
macaroons. Cut half a pound of sul- 
tana raisins in halves, extract seeds, 
cover with one cupful of orange juice 
and let stand over night. 
"Whip one 


pint of cream to a stiff froth, ;whip In 
gradually half a cupful of the maca- 
roon crumbs and three tablespoonfuls 
of sugar. Gradually add raisins and 
freeze in a mold.

St-hule, writing on mental diseases, 


asks, -'Is our civilization to blame for 
this nviirotic condition':" and the cn- 
swcr is in the affirmative. How can 
nutrition prosper In the body where 
malnutrition holds full sway? 
And 


how can people be happy and healthy 
when worry dominates their lives? 
For in this human being the lower offi- 
cers of the nervous hierarchy draw 
thr-ii; very breath at the bidding of the 
higher powers, and the relation is ver- 
ily reciprocal, for to keep the brain 
ur::!thy the unconscious nervous func- 
tions ymst be kppt in good shape, prop- 
er activities alternating with wisely 
arranged periods of repose. 


Just as soon as one notices the ap- 


proach of nervous irritability systemat- 
ic nerve rest will shorten an attack, 
and by rest I mean to have the patient 
go to bed and have massage. The 
amount of exercise undergone in a 
good scientific massage is equal to a 
walk of two or three miles a day, and 
it goes without saying that such pas- 
sive exercise should increase the appe- 
tite, and the food Ingested and enjoyed 
will be digested and assimilated. I use 
the word "enjoy" deliberately, because 
there are some nervous invalids who 
cannot enjoy their food unless in soli- 
tude. In addition to the massage 1 
wi;tild recommend salt rubs, which are 
very easy to give. Have a saturated 
solution of common table salt. Hub 
the body briskly, especially from the 
spine outward toward the sides of the 
body and as soon as the skin is well 
reddened wash off wiih moderately 
cool water, and the chances are nil in 
favor of restful condition. In case per- 
sons suffer from cold feet at nnrht 1 
would advise the Untiling of the feet in 
cold water before going to bed aud 
having a hot water bag always at 
hand.

In the 
middle of the necklace depend three 
Email medicine bags made of tin- 
tanned hide or sk'n of human bf-hii:.-;. 
Those bags contain charm stones and 
other paraphernalia of the medicine 
man. 


The human fingers, forming the most 


conspicuous feature of the necklace, 
are complete, having been cut off be- 
tween the middle joint nud the knuc- 
kle. They have been dried in such 
manner as to preserve their natural 
color, finger nails, etc., and luok as 
fresh as though they had been re- 
moved only a few hours. 


During General Crook's campaign 


against tho Sioux and Cheyennes in 
1S7G the Fourth cavalry and a detach- 
ment of Indian scouts under Colonel R. 
C. Mackenzie surprised and stormed 
the chief town and principal strong- 
hold of the Cheyennes. During or, 
rather, after this engagoinont one of 
the Indian scouts, Llaptiste Pouvier, 
better known as Big lint, entered the 
lodire of the chief medicine man ot" the 
deserted village, and among other 
things that the medicine man had over- 
looked in his hurried Jiiula from the 
town the scout found this curious nook- 
lace. Big Bat gave the necklace to 
Colonel r.urke. who Inter turned it over 
to a student of Indian religions and su- 
perstitions, aud he in turn presented it 
to the National museum. 


Subsequently sonicthinir of tho his- 


tory of this necklace was learned. Tho 
fingers were those of famous enemies 
noted for their superior courage and 
bravery whom the Chpyemus bad 
killed in battle duriiig their various 
wars, while the human skin of whieh 
the medicine bnirs were mr-do wa^ also 
taken from tho bodies of enemies slain 
in battle. The necklace is very old and 
was lookPd upon by the Cheyennes. .-is 
a thii:Lr endowed with miraculous pow- 
ers. Prior to its capture by P>ig ISat it 
had belonged to a famous mcdi-.-ino 
man of that tribe, who bad never al- 
lowed any white man to lay eyes on it, 
and its los« put a very sudden ::nd 
abrupt end to the Cho\eime Mar. The 
Choyoniies tried hard to got it back, 
offering ;i large «um of money and n 
pi'"<it m.-i'iy h'>r.-es for its return, but 
this was refused, nud since then th<; 
Clipyoiihos have remained at peace 
with the whites.—Wa>liini:ton Poht.

Congressman Sulloway Has Arrived 


Home From Washington. 


Congressman Cyrus A, Bulloway ar- 


rived in Manchester from Washington 
Tuesday morning for the summer. Mr. 
Sulloway is in good health and spirits. 
In speaking of the work of congress 
during the past session, he said: 


"I agree with Speaker Henderson 


that this has been one of the busiest 
sessions of congress in the hislory of 
our country. It has been a workirg 
congress in every sense of the wcrd, 
and much has been 
accomplished. 


Among the important measures passed 
was the Isthmian canal bill, which in- 
sures a start on that great -project, 
and which commercially is bound to 
prove of inestimable benefit to this 
country. Another important bill was 
the one pioviding for a government 
for the Philippines; also the bill wip- 
ing out the war revenue taxes to the 
amount of ?7X(100,nuO annually; the 
oleomargarine bill, in the inteiest c£ 
the agrieultmists. was one of the acts 
of this congress, the ship subsidy bill 
passed the senate and is now before 
the house. These are orly a few of 
the most important measures. 


"For New Hampshire .much 
has 


been accomplished, and I do net feel 
that the people of the state ought to 
have much reason TO complain. 
The 


Portsmouth navy yaid gets the largest 
appropriation in its hiatoiy. and 1 will 
say that it received the largest per 
cent of the estimates asked for of 
any yaid in the country.

'HiO foi the yard, and ?T.">0.iiiiO tor the 
removing of Heiideison's Point. 
In 


addition to this there \vah the usual 
appropriation for the diy dock, which, 
when completed, will be one of the 
finest, in the country. There was also 
an appropriation of $10,000 for the 
dredging of I^amprey river in New- 
market anil also an appropiiation for 
Little Hailior of Refuge at 
Potts- 


mouth. Theie was also an appiopna- 
lion of ?2r>,ooo for the purchase of ad- 
ditional land at Kort ConstituUon, and 
I think $311.1100 lor the constinction of 
a breakwater at the Isles of Shoals. 
New Hampshire gets one public build- 
ing and that will be located in the 
city of Nashua. 


"The system oi free rural delivery 


has been extensively increased during 
the liast year, and i will state that 
there are probably not two congres- 
sional districts in tbe country that 
have as many miles of the same as 
the two New Hampshire districts.
